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PEACE IS WAR TACTIC TO REDS 
The test of Communist sincerity in the 
current Chinese bid for a Korean truce will 
come when real negotiating begins. All one 
can say now is that the tone and content of 
Premier Chou En-lai’s offer suggest the 
Reds mean it this time. 
If this is so, then why do they want a 
truce? 
Clearly we of the West have not driven 
them to it. We do not have the Communists 
on the run in Korea or any active major 
battle front. 
% 
The reasons for the truce move must 
therefore lie elsewhere. 
They could lie in Peiping. The Korean war 
is a drain on China (and Russia) no less 
than upon America-and its allies. Mao may 
want out. 
He also may have some fear of new offen­ 
sives, either by UN forces in Korea or, later 
on, by Chiang Kai-shek’s armies from For­ 
mosa against the Chinese mainland. 
Or, the reasons perhaps lie in Moscow. 
Some astute analy sts of Russia think this 
is likely . Malenkov and his ruling team are 
weaker than Stalin both at home and among 
the satellites. They need to consolidate their 
power. 
Malenkov and his associates have not es­ 
tablished themselves in their realm. But 
they plainly are try ing to do so. Their peace 
maneuvers are one big part of that effort. 
But they know the^West no longer puts 
stock in Russian words. So they may have 
offered the Korean truce, through the Chi­ 
nese, as concrete proof of peaceful intent. 
From the Soviet view, this may not be so 
much as it first appears. The Russians would 
largely end the drain on their own military 
stocks, which they may well be tired of. But 
they could enjoy the fact that there would 
be no similar lifting of full burdens either 
from the West or the Chinese and North 
Koreans. 
For what is now proposed is a truce, a 
cease fire, not a peace. Peace calls for other, 
larger negotiations, about boundaries and 
garrison forces, and the like. 
These could drag out endlessly . During 
long-drawn-out peace talks, both UN and 
enemy forces would have to maintain stout 
defenses at the truce line. 
From this Russia would be the gainer. 
The West is its avowed enemy . Mao is offi­ 
cially a friend, but is not trusted far. Mos­ 
cow would probably be glad to have him pre­ 
occupied indefinitely . 
And the Kremlin would of course take 
credit for having acted for peace, hoping 
thus to consolidate the new regime’s position. 
We cannot turn down an earnest truce 
simply because accepting it may help Mal­ 
enkov & Co. tighten its grip. The ending of 
bloodshed is vital to us. 
But we need to appreciate that this truce, 
like other Russian gestures, is no proof of 
basic change in Communist attitude. Mal­ 
enkov is a Bolshevik, a Stalinist, committed 
to world conquest. 
To the Kremlin, peace is a tactic in war. 
It is not a goal sought for itself so long as 
a non-Communist enemy exists on earth. 
We cannot blind ourselves to these hard 
fundamentals even as we listen eagerly to 
this compelling talk of truce. 


STEEL’S UNCERTAIN FATE 
Off again, on again, away again. Some­ 
thing like this is the history of the British 
steel business. 
The Attlee Labor govern­ 
ment put through a law whereby the nation 
took it over. This was violently resisted by 
the Conservatives, and one of Churchill’s 
campaign promises was that if he got in, he 
would return steel to private hands. This 
pledge, contrary to the frequent fate of cam­ 
paign pledges, has now been fulfilled. The 
House of Commons has just passed a bill to 
that effect. 
This may not be the final chapter. The 
Labor leaders say that when they return to 
office, they will undo the Churchill legisla­ 
tion and once more nationalize steel. Pre­ 
sumably the Conservatives will come back 
with a counter-promise. 
It is any body 's guess what will be the final

WHEN THE SHOE SQUEEZES 
I can find no record that Dr. George N. Shuster, 
president of Hunter C o lleg e ,, complained when the 
Pujo, La Follette, Peccra, Black or other commit­ 
tees of Congress investigated American businesses. 
The Ny e Committee was run by Alger Hiss. The 
La Follette Committee was infiltrated by Com­ 
munists as the Senator admitted in a magazine 
article. The Black Committee invaded the privacy 
of citizens. 
But President Shuster did wax indignant over 
investigating the conduct of teachers and profes­ 
sors * in schools and colleges. It is a question of 
whose foot the shoe squeezes. 
Dr. Shuster is apparently class-conscious, as 
are so many college presidents and professors. Yet 
tho fact is that Dr. Bella Dodd, who was a Com­ 
munist and had organized the teachers of New 
York, had been a teacher at Hunter College; and 
there are others there, as Dr. Shuster must know. 
I mention this only because of the loud protests 
from the schools whenever any one takes a look 
at what is going on in them and what teachers 
are doing to the minds of our children. 
I heard a teacher say in the presence of 16- 
y ear-old boy s that a true Christian must be an 
alien in every national state. What he really meant 
was that a “ true Christian” owes his first al­ 
legiance to God and that that transcends loy alty 
to the country , the family and every thing else. This 
might be called a universalist point of view, the 
One World concept of life which, while it is un­ 
realistic in our day , may have the virtue of ab­ 
stract idealism. 
A man’s opinions are his own in our free society 
and there should be no impairment of the right of 
an individual to advocate a cause. Nevertheless, our 
children are our own and we do not send them to 
school to be corrupted and perverted by teachers. 
When resentment to nationalism is taught with all 
the authority that a teacher has over a child, to 
boy s cr 16 who live in the shadow of the draft, the 
•impressionable mind may go farther than the 
teacher intends—and lives can be wrecked, the 
lives of y our children and mine. A teacher who im­ 
poses untested private view's on boy s and girls in 
puberty assumes a function for which he is not 
hired. 
Christianity does not benefit by this kind of 
propaganda. In these day s, the only beneficiary can 
be our current enemy , Soviet Russia, whose desire 
is to destroy the w'ill of our people to resist. When­ 
ever Soviet Russia conquers a country , Christian­ 
ity in all its forms is persecuted in that country . 
I do not say , because it would be untrue, that 
those who advocate One World and dramatize their 
ideal by lessening the faith of Americans in their 
ow'ii country are Communists. Some of them are 
violently anti-Communist. But they are confused 
people who confuse our children. They advocate 
the impossible but clothe their assumptions in lofty 
language. 
What responsibilities will they assume for boy s 
who fry to escape the draft and are jailed for it? 
Will they sit out the jail sentences for these boy s 
or will they make speeches on the evils of a gov­ 
ernment killing its own sons by futile wrars? 
What responsibilities w’ill they assume, if our 
will to resist tho enemy is so weakened that w'e fall 
from within as Czechoslovakia and Hungary fell 
because the will to resist was insufficient? Will 
they then say to Stalin’s commissars that they be­ 
lieve in One World but not the Kremlin’s One 
World? 
When a teacher rejects love of country , he 
ought, in decency no longer teach children of par­ 
ents who do b elike that national existence is es­ 
sential for the survival of our country . To do less 
:s to trick and fool the parents. It is a betray al of 
a trust. 
What would parents do about teachers who 
advocate free love or the virtues of prostitution to 
boy s and girls in the impressionable y ears of 
puberty ? There would be a terrific howl, the first 
moment the parents knew of it. And that should 
be the response of parents when teachers, for any 
reason whatsoever, impress upon y oung minds the 
virtues of betray al and treason. 
Let no one mak^ a mistake: this is now hap­ 
pening in the United States and every thing that is 
done to bring it into the open is justified and cor­ 
rect.

EARLY DIAGNOSIS IN CANCER 
Many people think that once cancer is diagnosed 
in an individual he is doomed — that death is in­ 
evitable. It is true that the cause of cancer is un­ 
known and many thousands die each y ear from 
cancer, but much is being done today to help the 
cancer victim. 
Our mental outlook is important. Take those 
suffering with heart disease, of which we know7 
many ; some have had several attacks of coronary 
thrombosis, have recovered and enjoy ed many y eaVs 
of normal life. We are not so upset about a heart 
condition, y et once cancer is known to be present 
we feel hopeless and resign ourselves to an early 
death. 
It may surprise us to know, on the authority of 
two noted specialists, Drs. Samuel G. Tay lor III and 
Dandy Slaughter, Chicago, that “ death from cancer 
should be unnecessary , because practical knowl­ 
edge today makes possible the exact diagnosis of 
most early cancers and likew ise makes possible its 
cure. To effect this happy result of cure of early 
cancer, however, requires some knowledge and 
awareness on the part of the public and, more im­ 
portant, considerable alertness on the part of the 
phy sician who first examines the patient. The 
phy sician who first sees the patient with early 
cancer literally holds the person’s life in his hands. 
It is now known that about 50 per cent of can­ 
cers can be diagnosed by phy sical examination and 
30 per cent by proper investigation. 
What does proper investigation include? 
Drs. 
Tay lor and Slaughter state ttiat the phy sician who 
tries to see 30 to IOO patients a day during office 
hours has no time for cancer examination as a real 
examination with full history of the case and thor­ 
ough examination with patient wearing a gown 
only . so that feet, cervix, and all parts can be seen. 
* Next comes the X-ray examination, which may 
or may not demand a barium meal and a follow7- 
through of stomach and intestines. 
Chest X-ray 
should be routine. In the laboratory there should 
be routine examination of the patient’s blood and 
examination of stained smear is essential. A stool 
test for occult blood, with patient on a meat-free 
diet, is a good screen test for cancer of stomach 
and intestine. 
Where there are a large number of lesions (any 
hurt, wound, or local degeneration), the phy sician 
can feel reasonably certain that no cancer exists. 
“ The actual diagnosis of cancer is made by micro­ 
scopic examination of a small piece of tissue re­ 
moved from the grow'th.” 
When cancer is diagnosed, the telling of this 
to the patient or family is up to the phy sician’s 
knowledge of patient and family . A straightforward 
explanation of how and why the known methods 
\ of cure—radium. X-ray s and surgery —should be 
| used. Early cases are cured: late cases are alwavs 
I fatal.

Has Historic Background^ but Some Forget

intensified 
fighting 
in 
Korea, 
marked by suicidal Chinese a t­ 
tacks in the Old Baldy region, are 
being sized up in Washington as 
an attempt by the Communists to 
find out whether the U. S. and 
UN forces really have an ammu­ 
nition shortage. 
What the Commies have found 
out is that there is no shortage. 
Not there and not now, at any 
rate. But once again, U. S. armed 
forces in the field have been clob­ 
bered because of too much loose 
talk in Washington. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith’s 
Armed Services subcommittee to 
investigate the ammunition short­ 
age in Korea may produce more 
of the same effect. For it is im­ 
possible to discuss in public the 
question of ammunition shortage 
without getting into the much 
larger question of Korean stra­ 
tegy . 
Every senator, 
every general 
and every other public official ap­ 
parently has his own convictions 
on this subject. What is apt to re­ 
sult, therefore, is a great expose 
of different opinions. They may 
prove 
nothing. 
But 
they 
wiil 
clearly indicate to the Russians 
that the U. S. government is still 
split wide open on conduct of the 
Korean war. 
No one can lack sy mpathy for 
Gen. J ames A. Van Fleet, retir­ 
ing 
commander of 
the 
Eighth 
Army in Korea, in say ing that his 
operations ,were handicapped by 


shortages 
of 
ammunition 
and 
manpower. 
But these were only one'phase 
of his trouble. He was held back 
from launching an alf-out offen­ 
sive against the Communists, he 
say s, by decisions made in Wash­ 
ington. 
Attacks Not Forbidden 
Clearing up this point will be 
much more difficult than finding 
some goat to blame for the am­ 
munition shortage. . 
Presentations can be made on 
behalf of the J oint Chiefs of Staff 
that never, at any time, have they 
given 
orders 
forbidding 
com- 
: manding generals in the Far East 
from going ahead within Korea, if 
they could. 
There will be equally firm de­ 
nials on behalf of the State De­ 
partment that its officials have 
interefered 
in 
the 
making 
of 
purely military decisions. It is 
j known, however, that State De­ 
partment men have been present 
at most meetings in which policy 
decisions were made on the con­ 
duct of the Korean war. The State 
Department point of view7—what­ 
ever it may have ‘been—has al­ 
way s been available. 
As evidence that the Commu­ 
nist forces w7ere never in such con­ 
dition that they could have been 
I pushed off the map by a deter­ 
mined UN offensive in mid-1951, 
the Korean communiques of Gen. 
Matthew Ridgway are cited.

Washington, April 6—Viewed in 
the perspective of history , the 
McCarthy effort to help put an 
end to trade with oui’ enemies in 
Korea has many a precedent be­ 
hind it which indicates that mem­ 
ories are short nowaday s in ’Wash­ 
ington. Or perhaps the form of 
things has become more impor­ 
tant than the substance. 
The basic questions are these: 
1. Can a congressional commit­ 
tee 
“ negotiate” 
an 
agreement 
with individuals on phases of cer­ 
tain controversial problems nor­ 
mally tackled by the executive 
branch of the government? The 
answer is that it has happened 
before, as a few illustrations from 
past experiences will coroborate. 
2. Can a congressional commit­ 
tee or its individual members deal 
with ambassadors and representa­ 
tives of foreign governments on 
matters of foreign policy ? 
The 
answer is that they have done so 
in the past and probably will con­ 
tinue to do so in the future. 
3. Is foreign policy exclusively 
an executive matter, or does the 
Senate have rights which grow 
out of the constitutional provision 
that treaties with foreign govern­ 
ments must be ratified by a two- 
thirds vote of the Senate? The 
answer 
is 
that 
the 
Senate, 
through its committees, is entitled 
to communicate with any body in 
the world in order to get the de­ 
sired information for treaty -mak­ 
ing purposes or for legislation 
generally affecting foreign coun­ 
tries. No restrictions have ever 
been imposed by the Supreme 
Court upon congressional commit­ 
tee in gathering of information 
from individuals inside or outside 
U. S., etc. 
For the fact is that the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee un­ 
der various administrations has 
permitted 
foreign 
ambassadors 
and ministers to discuss informal­ 
ly with commnittee members their 
proposed policies and to give “ as­ 
surances” that have the force of 
“ agreements.” 
Perhaps the most outstanding 
example of a so-called agreement 
or understanding “ negotiated” by 
members of a Senate committee 
occurred in 1920, when Viscount 
Grey came to America as British 
ambassador. He spent a good deal 
of time discussing an important 
question with the then chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, the late Henry Cabot 
Lodge, grandfather of the present 
representative 
on 
the 
UN. 
In 
various history books the subject 
matter of the conferences which 
the 
British diplomat 
had with 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee is described. 
Viscount Grey declared publicly 
after resigning his post imme­ 
diately on his return to England 
that the so-called Lodge reserva­ 
tions 
to 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty 
covering American entry into the 
League of Nations should be ac­ 
cepted by the allies. There are 
intimations in some of the his­ 
torical works of that period that, 
in exchange for Britain’s support 
of Lodge’s position as against that 
of Mr. Wilson, Viscount Grey got 
an agreement that the Republi­ 
can-Democratic coalition favoring 
the Lodge reservations would sup­ 
port the six-vote formula for the 
British dominions in the League of 
Nations. 
The President favored 
this, but several Republican and 
Democratic senators had opposed 
it. 
The press of Britain and France 
a l m o s t unanimously supported 
Viscount Grey ’s “ agreement” on 
his return to Europe and, while 
the British and French govern­ 
ments made no public endorse­ 
ment, it was an open secret they 
were ready to go along with his 
views and with the “ agreement” 
he had reached with the Ameri­ 
can senators. This was an im­ 
portant “ negotiation.” The Wilson 
administration didn’t like it. Had 
the “ agreement,” however, been 
concurred in by only a few of the 
Wilson supporters in the Senate, 
it might have changed the whole 
course of history and helped to 
prevent a second world war. 
Time and again in the past, in -1 


formal assurances of various kinds 
have been given the foreign rela­ 
tions committee of the Senate by 
diplomatic representatives of for­ 
eign governments, and this has 
j had a great deal to do with the 
course of American executive and 
legislative policy . The .conferences 
between American senators and 
j diplomats of the government of 


I India during the wheat negotia­ 
tion a couple of y ears ago is an 
instance fresh in memory . 
In recent y ears, as large appro­ 
priations for foreign aid have been 
before Congress, it has not been 
unusual for foreign diplomats to 
contact senators and representa­ 
tives. 
Reports 
of 
congressional 
sentiment or the private reactions 
of particular senators have been 
cabled back by the diplomats to 


I their governments, and many a 


j foreign-policy matter has been af- 
footed by such arrangements. Also 
many senators and representatives 
on special committees have gone 
abroad in recent y ears on legisla­ 
tive missions and have frequently 
contacted high officials of foreign 
governments. 
Whether one chooses to call all 
, this 
“ negotiation” or “ infringe­ 
ment” on foreign-policy making is 
a quibble. Formal negotiations and 
agreements are, of course, the 
1 prerogative of the executive when 
made between governments. What 
individuals do, however, in rela­ 
tion to Congress, whether they be 
| American citizens or foreign na­ 
tionals or foreign government of­ 
ficials, seems to be largely be­ 
tween them and the members of 
Congress. One thing is clear— 
nothing can be “ negotiated” by 
senators or representatives that 
j binds 
the 
executive 
b r a n c h , 
I though, though much can be done 


I to influence policy on the legisla- 
! ti vc side and indirectly the execu- 
I tive, policy , too. 
Senator 
McCarthy 
has 
no 
right, legal or otherwise, to “ ne­ 
g otia te” with any foreign govern­ 
ment any agreement that pre­ 
sumably would bind the United 
States. But none of his “ agree­ 
ments 
was with foreign govern­ 
ments. any way —only with indi- 


i vidua I shipowners. His committee 
can deal, however, and can “ ne­ 
gotiate” with individual citizens 
any where in the world—so long 
as no commitments are made that 
involve pledges of action or inac­ 
tion by the executive branch of 
jour government. Senator McCar- 
I thy say s no such commitments 
were ever made. 
Actually , the problem is com­ 
plicated somewhat by the fact 
that the Greek government, for 
example, 
can 
agree 
with

State Department that it will bar

J tam trade, but those same ships, 
i though owned by Greek citizens, 
I when transferred to the flag of 
another country can escape the 
jurisdiction of the Greek govern­ 
ment.

The important thing about the 
recent agitation is that attention 
j has been focused, even though be- 
| latedly , on

Soviet Russia. 
These materials 
have assisted in the making of 
munitions, planes and equipment

For what is now proposed is a truce, a 
cease lire, not a peace. Peace calls for other, 
larger negotiations, about boundaries and 
garrison forces, and the like. 
These could drag out endlessly. During 
long-drawn-out peace talks, both UN and 
enemy forces would have to maintain stout 
defenses at the truce line. 
From this Russia would be the gainer. 
The West is its avowed enemy. Mao is offi­ 
cially a friend, but is not trusted far. Mos­ 
cow would probably be glad to have him pre­ 
occupied indefinitely. 
And the Kremlin would of course take 
credit for having acted for peace, hoping 
thus to consolidate the new* regime’s position. 
We cannot turn down an earnest truce 
simply because accepting it may help Mal­ 
enkov & Co. tighten its grip. The ending of 
bloodshed is vital to us. 
But we need to appreciate that this truce, 
like other Russian gestures, is no proof of 
basic change in Communist attitude. Mal­ 
enkov is a Bolshevik, a Stalinist, committed 
to world conquest. 
To the Kremlin, peace is a tactic in war. 
It is not a goal sought for itself so long as 
a non-Communist enemy exists on earth. 
We cannot blind ourselves to these hard 
fundamentals even as we listen eagerly to 
this compelling talk of truce. 


STEEL'S UNCERTAIN FATE

That Body of Yours

EARLY DIAGNOSIS IN CANCER 
Many people think that once cancer is diagnosed 
in an individual he is doomed — that death is in­ 
evitable. It is true that the cause of cancer is un­ 
known and many thousands die each year from 
cancer, hut much is being done today to help the 
cancer victim. 
Our mental outlook is important. Take those 
suffering with heart disease, of which we know’ 
many; some have had several attacks of coronary 
thrombosis, have recovered and enjoyed many yeaVs 
of normal life. We are not so upset about a heart 
condition, yet once cancer is known to be present 
we feel hopeless and resign ourselves to an early 


j death. 
It may surprise us to know, on the authority of 
two noted specialists, Drs. Samuel G. Taylor III and 
D andy Slaughter, Chicago, that "death I rom cancer 
should be unnecessary, because practical knowl­ 
edge today makes possible the exact diagnosis of 
most early cancers and likew ise makes possible its 
cure. To effect this happy result of cure of early 
cancer, however, requires some knowledge and 
awareness on the part of the public and, more im- 
• port ant. considerable alertness on the part of the 
physician who first examines the patient. The 
physician who first sees the patient with early 
cancer literally holds the person’s life in his hands. 
It is now known that about 50 per cent of can­ 
cers can be diagnosed by physical examination and 
30 per cent by proper investigation. 
What does proper investigation include? 
Drs. 
Taylor and Slaughter state Shat the physician who 
j tries to see 30 to IOO patients a day during office 
I horn's has no time for cancer examination as a real 
examination with full history of the case and thor­ 
ough examination with patient wearing a gown 
only’, so that feet, cervix, and all parts can be seen. 
Next comes the X-ray examination, which may

■ should be routine. In the laboratory there should 
be routine examination of the patient’s blood and 
examination of stained smear is essential.

W heat 
hit 40 cents a bushel; cotton five 
cents a i>ound. National income 
sank 
to around $40,000,000,000! 
Agriculture was paralyzed, and 
this paralysis brought on indus­ 
trial stagnation. It was a frightful 
year, and it left seal's on many of 
my listeners. 
I told them that in a single year 
(19521 the 20 corporations I would 
mention did 10-billions of dollai-s 
more business than was tho total 
national income of 1932. It goes to 
show what can happen within two 
decades in a dynamic society such 
as America has!

In today's hand South’s jump 
response of two no-trump shows 
a hand with balanced distribution, 
stoppers in each of the unbid 
! suits, and a count of 13 to 15 
points. 
In this case, South has 
14 points, with the correct bal- 
| anced distribution, but with sure 
stoppers in only the black suits. 
South’s holding in hearts, al­ 
though not a sure stopper, is long 
\ enough and strong enough to jus- 
; tify the response of two no-trump. 
A player cannot always have the 
, “book’’ requirement for a bid. and 
a moderate amount of “stretch­ 
ing” is reasonable enough. 
Declarer must play the hand 
properly to make his game con­ 
tract against the normal opening 
lead of the six of hearts. The cor­ 
rect play is to put up dummy's 
ace of hearts at the first trick* 
Declarer can then knock out 
the ace of diamonds without fear. 
If East has kept the king of 
hearts, he will have to win the 
second round of that suit and then 
surrender the lead back to de­ 
clarer. 
If East has dropped his 
king of hearts under dummy's 
ace, We^t will be able to take two 
heart tricks and the ace of dia­ 
monds, but then South's ten of 
hearts will provide him with a 
second stopper. 
South loses his contract if he 
! makes the mistake of playing a 
low heart from dummy at the 
first trick. 
East would win with 
the king of hearts and return the 
suit, thus establishing the rest of 
' West’s suit. 
West would get in 
with the ace of diamonds in time 
to defeat the contract with the 
rest of his hearts. 
South should spot the correct 
play because the heart suit is no 
threat unless West has five of 
them. 
In that case. East must 
! have only two hearts, including 
; an honor (since otherwise West 
j would have held three honors and 
i would have led an honor instead 
I of a low heart). 
In short. South 
should suspect the actual holding.

In today's hand South's jump 
response of two no-trump shows 
a hand with balanced distribution, 
stoppers in each of 
the unbid 
suits, and a count of 13 to 15 
points. 
In this case. South has 
14 points, with the correct bal­ 
anced distribution, but with sure 
stoppers in only the black suits. 
South's holding in hearts, al­ 
though not a sure stopper, is long 
enough and strong enough to jus­ 
tify the response of two no-trump. 
A player cannot always have the 
“book ' requirement for a bid, and 
a m oderate am ount of “stretch­ 
ing" is reasonable enough. 
Declarer must play the hand 
properly to m ake his game con­ 
tract against the normal opening 
lead of the six of hearts. The cor­ 
rect play is to put up dummy * 
ace of hearts at the first trick. 
Declarer can then knock out 
the ace of diamonds without fear. 
If Fast

hearts, he will have to win the 
second round of that suit and then 
surrender the lead back to de­ 
clarer. 
If Fast has dropped his 
king of 
hearts under dum m y* 
ace. We$t will be able to take two 
heart tricks and the ace of dia­ 
monds. hut then S o u th s ten of 
hearts will provide him with a 
second stopper. 
South loses his contract if he 
makes the m istake of playing a 
low heart from dummy at the 
first trick. 
Fast would win with 
the king of hearts and return the 
suit, thus establishing the rest of 
W est's suit. 
West would get in 
with the ace of diamonds in time 
to defeat the contract with the 
rest of his hearts. 
South should >pot the correct 
play because the heart suit is no 
threat unless West has five of 
them. 
In that case. Fast must 
have only two hearts, including 
an honor (since otherwise W est 
would have held three honors and 
would have led an honor instead 
of a low heart I.

More than half of them, 29, 
have been fired or suspended. 
In addition, two H arvard Uni­ 
versity students likewise have de­ 
clined to answer inq uiries about 
possible Red ties. 
The educators have been con­ 
nected with public and private 
schools, 
a teachers union, 
and 
some 17 colleges and universities 
concentrated in the east—partic­ 
ularly in New York city . But the 
investigators say Communist in­ 
filtration of schools has been on 
a nationwide scale and that evi­ 
dence of that will pile up as they 
go along. 
The figures given a reporter to­ 
day covei only persons q uestioned 
in open sessions of the Senate 
Int ernal 
Security 
subcommittee 
and the House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee. 
Men a nd Wo men Ineluded 
They embrace men and women 
who have been on the faculties of 
Harvard, Boston, Columbia, Rut­ 
gers, New York.

Alway s, it was set to ring to giv e her the precise 
five and a half minutes she needed 
to rea ch ho me. 
v When we were little, we’d set the clo ck o n the po rch step w’hile 
we ran about the lawn. Later, we’d 
put it o n my bedro o m burea u 
while we settled down to talk. But 
whether we were big o r little, 
the alarm clock’s ring alway s displa ced Ha nno ’s ha ppiness with 
anxiety . 
It screamed at her, “See? You 
nev er tho ught o f co ming ho me 
y ourself on time, did y ou? See how 
y o u need me to tell y o u ev ery ­ 
thing to do?” 
Wc curtsied to grownups, Hanno 
a nd I. I enjo y ed do ing it be­ 
cause it was such an easy way to ma ke gro wmups think, “ Wha t a 
polite little girl!” But Hanno hated 
curtsy ing. Her fa ce wo uld go pa le 
and blank when she had to. 
Hanno’s mother would say 
in her co ld, pa tro nizing v o ice, “ Hurry 
up. Say y ou’ve had a nice time and 
ma ke y o ur curtsy !” Fa scina ted, 
we children would watch, 
wa iting for Ha nno to giv e in. 
As a child, I could not consciously 
register the fact that Ha nno 
was fighting for her life on these occasions. But we do not remain 
children. We grow up. We begin to consciously register. 
I began to register what the demand for submission had done to 
Hanno the day I found her dead drunk in her studio. I finished regis­ 
tering the morning I was telephoned that she’d killed herself. It was 
the eve of her 29 th birthday . 
Whenever I think of her, the first word that comes to mv mind 
is “waste.” 
Funny isn’ it?—that people who get angry at injustice on

worldwide scale should be so proficient at dispensing it on the local 
one. 
Any way , Hanno’s story is for a reader who wa nt* to know how 
to "make” her 12-y ear-old daughter o bey her. 
If I knew, I wouldn’t tell her. 
Except for y oung children, I don’t 
believ e in o bedience to peo ple. 
I believe in obedience to moral law. 
This requires us to protect 
children’s integrity . If we can’t adjust 
o ur dema nds for obedience 
so they do protect this integrity , our demands 
a re a buse of personal 
po wer. 
Demands for submission to us personally are not American. They 
make y ou and me the law’. Making them destroy s children’s loy alty 
to freedom.

10-week periods, to this work.

full-time student teacher works 
1 10 weeks in one grade, then 10 
weeks in a different grade level, 
usually in another school. 
He, or 
she, assists the regular teacher in 
planning the curriculm for the 
class and prepares and gives some 
lessons on his own under the di­ 
rect supervision of the regular 
teacher. 
A three-day seminar on campus 
follows the end of each 10-w’eek 
period. 
Members of the college 
and Campus School faculties, to­ 
gether with special consultants, 
conduct discussion panels. 
Stu­ 
dents have the opportunity to ask 
q uestions 
and exchange experi­ 
ences that have arisen from their 
work with children. 
One of these 
post-teaching seminars was com­ 
pleted, March 30 through April 1. 
Must Meet Requirements 
The 
students 
are 
carefully 
judged before they arc allowed to 
begin their term of student-teach­ 
ing. 
They must meet standards 
of academic achievement in their 
college courses, he certified by the 
Dean of Students as to their so­ 
cial and personal maturity and 
achieve successful ratings in “ob­ 
servation”- and “participation.” 
Dr. Richard F. Klix, director of 
student teaching at the college, 
explained that teaching readiness 
is judged by a Council of Super­ 
visors. nine in number, who also 
follow the students experiences 
during their student-teaching pe­ 
riods. Student teachers are rated 
by two “judges,” their area su­ 
pervisor and the regular grade 
teacher to whom they are as­ 
signed. Factors taken into con­

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Probers Find 54 
Who Refuse Talk 
On Soviet Ties 


W ashington, April 6 '/P*—Con­ 
gressional investigators searching 
for Reds in schools and colleges 
have found 54 educators or for­ 
m er educators who refused to an ­ 
sw er 
questions 
about 
possible 
Com m unist links. 
M ore than half of them. 29, 
have been fired or suspended. 
In addition, two H arvard Uni­ 
versity students likewise have de­ 
clined to answ er inquiries about 
possible Red ties. 
The educators have been con­ 
nected with public and private 
schools, 
a teacheis 
union, 
and 
some 17 colleges and universities 
concentrated in the east 
p artic­ 
ularly in New York city. But the 
investigators say Communist in­ 
filtration of schools has been on 
a nationwide scale and that evi­ 
dence of th at will pile up as they 
go along. 
The figures given a reporter to­ 
day covet only persons questioned 
in open sessions of the Senate 
Intern al 
Security 
subcomm ittee 
and the House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Com m ittw . 
Men and Women Included 
They em brace men and women 
who have been on the faculties ut 
H arvard. Boston. Columbia, R ut­ 
gers. 
New York, Temple. Ohio 
S tate, 
Howard 
and 
Oklahoma 
Universities; Brooklyn Polytech­ 
nic 
Institute; 
S arah 
Lawrence, 
Smith, Virginia State, Brooklyn, 
Queens. City and H unter Colleges. 
The figures also cover persons 
who have been associated with 
public schools in Los Angeles, in 
Boston, Springfield 
and Som er­ 
ville, Mass , and with public and 
private schools in New York city. 
All who have refused to ac­ 
knowledge 
or deny 
Communist 
p a tty membership or ties have 
invoked the f ifth Amendment to 
th e Constitution, which says no­ 
body can be required to testify 
against himself. 
Action Is Suspicious 
Although m em bers of the two 
com m ittees concede it is no ad ­ 
mission of guilt 
for anyone tr 
seek the protection of the Fifth 
Amendment, they obviously look 
w ith suspicion on an individual 
who uses it. 
N um erous 
schools, 
moreover, 
a re dismissing or suspending fac­ 
u lty m em bers who refuse to an­ 
sw er questions al>out communism.

W henever the came to our house to 
play, she brought it. Always, it was set to ring to give her the precise 
five and a half minutes she needed to reach home. 
When we were little, w e’d set the clock on the porch step while 
we ran about the lawn. Later, we’d put it on my bedroom bureau 
while we settled down to talk. But whether we were big or little, 
the alarm clock s ring always displaced Hanno’s happiness with 
anxiety. 
It screamed at her, “See? You never thought of coming home 
yourself on time, did you? See how you need me to tell you every- 
. thing to do?” 
We curtsied to grownups. Hanno and I. I enjoyed doing it be­ 
cause it was such an easy way to make grownups think, “What a 
, polite little girl!” But Hanno hated curtsying. Her face would go pale 
and blank when she had to. 
Hanno’s m other would say in her cold, patronizing voice, “Hurry 
up. Say you’ve had a nice time and make your curtsy!” Fascinated, 
we children would watch, waiting for Hanno to give in. 
As a child. I could not consciously register the fact that Hanno 
was fighting for her life on these occasions. But we do not remain 
children. We grow up. We begin to consciously register. 
I began to register what the demand for submission had done to 
Hanno the day I found her dead drunk in her studio. I finished regis­ 
tering the morning I was telephoned that shed killed herself. It was 
the eve of her 29th birthday. 
W henever I think of her, the first word that comes to my mind 
j is “waste.” 
Funny isn* it? —that people who get angry at injustice on a 
worldwide scale should be so proficient at dispensing it on the local 
one. 
Anyway, Hanno’s story is for a reader who want# to know- how­ 
to “m ake” her 12-year-oid daughter obey her. 
If I knew, I wouldn’t tell her. 
Except for young children. I don’t believe in obedience to people. 
I believe in obedience to moral law. This requires us to protect 
children’s integrity. If we can t adjust our demands for obedience 
so they do protect this integrity, our demands are abuse of personaj 
power. 
Demands for submission to us personally are not American. They 
m ake you and me the law. Making them d e s tro y children’s loyalty 
i to freedom.
